It is believed that additional interviews with other subjects 
of Security cases would be of great assistance in determining the 
present or potential dangerousness of a particular subject. It would 
appear, however, that such interviews should not be restricted to 
subjects who have defected from the Communist Party, since those who 
have defected are no longer in a position to furnish any current informa- 
tion of value. 



In this connection, reference is made to the suggestion of 

SA l I of this office, dated July 13, 1950, 

captioned "INTERVIEWS OF CP MEMBERS" wherein it was suggested that 
unless a special reason exists for not interviewing a particular CP 
member, that such interviews be conducted on a wider and less 
selective basis. Subsequent instructions as issued by the Bureau 
permitted more leniency in requesting Bureau authority to interview 
subjects but these instructions considered defection from the Communist 
Party or Communist Party sympathy as a prerequisite before allowing such 
interviews , 



Reference is further made to the comment of Inspector NAUGHTEN 
in the Inspection Report relative to the San Diego Office Inspection held 
during January, 1951, wherein comment was made concerning the refusal of 
the Bureau to allow Agents of this office tp interview certain subjects 
because defection from the Communist Party had not been clearly shown and
